Quant a l'innovation dans la 
jurisprudence en jnatiere religieuse 
( Al Igtihad ), les port.es de cette 
science ont etc origmairement ouve- 
rtes par des savants maitres qui 
furent a la hauteur de leur ta che, 
Mais, une fois que ces Sciences ont 
ete completees et etablies a travers 
les siecles, sur des bases solides et 
sur des opinions sages a mene de 
satisfaire doux les besoin sociaux, a 
repondre aux questions des adeptes 
de toutes les ecoles doctrinales et a 
donncr solution a doux probleme qui 
survieux les savauis, se sont passes 
de l'innovation ayant des richesse 
en abondance el leurs effarts se sont 
diriges vers une autre variete de 
jurisprudence, celle de trier et de 
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La difference entre les livres de 
l'Azhar et les livres moqernes ri'ens- 
eignement, est cclle existante entre 
une boutique a Ghourieh et une 
maison de commerce a Kasr Hl-Nil. 
II Se pourrait que la vieille boutique 
contienne des marcliantiises et des 
objets d'art introuvables au grand 
magasin mais le fait de les tenir ca- 
ches dans un coin invisible et de ne 
pas les exposer convenablement di- 
minue leur valeur et en detourne 
l'acheteur. 

Or, si nous etalons les tresors 
de l'Azhar dans une belle exposition 
qui attire par ses lecons, ses confer- 
ences, ses memoires et ses livres, 
ttous rendons ces tresors accessibles 
aux etudlants qui pourront en rovfi- 
ter et en saisir les beautes, sans pe- 

hies ni dur labeur.

La mission de l'Azhar s'asseoit, 
comme je viens de le dire, sur deux 
bases : la religion et la langue. Mais 
les moyens qu'il doit employer pour 
remplir sa double mission sont tout 
a fait differents. La religion est par- 
faite parce qu'elle est I'ccuvre de 
:Dieu, mais la langue est imparfaite 
etant l'ceuvre de I'homme. Le per- 
fection divine ne s'altere ni par le 
lieu ni avec le temps. Elle n'est 
hostile ni a la civilisation ni a la 
science. Eile est toujours neuve, tou- 
jours bonne et a jamais immuable. 

Par contre, 1'imparfait est sujet 
a la decomposition, a Pinertie et au 



retard comme il est l'objet de la 
croissance, du renouvellement et de 
\'rv .lution. C'est pourquoi, l'innova- 
tion est une necessiie que la nature 
exige, car la langue ne pout demeu- 
rer immuable a 1'instar de hi religion, 
ni se tenir independante au meme 
titre que le vivant. Elle est consti- 
tute par un ensemble de mots par 
lesquels chaque peuple exprime ses 
besoins, et les besoins ne finissent 
jamais, et les idees ne s'epuisent pas 
non plus.

Amssar jusqu'a la fin du 2eme siecle 
de I'lleeire, et, aux ibedouins du 
desert jusquu'a la fin du 4iem siecle 
it est resuhe que la langne vulgaire 
deborda l.eloquente et que, seule la 
classe des savants, des lettres et des 
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lies livrcs (.VAl-AY.hnr conn Me Al- | 
AkkacL EI-II.iHei, OmvvUi et Hafez ' 
ibrahini en l-^ypte Al-Roustani. i 
Al-Yaz;ifui 'A I- Cmdiur, M out ran c et 
AI-Khoury au Liban - Al-Maghrabi, 
Al-Chehaby, Al-Ciabri, et Ai-Santa\\> 
en Syrie — Maarouf Al-Rassah", Al-Za- 
haoui, Kachef El-Cbatta, Al-Chabibi, 
et AI-Assari en Iraq — et eniin 
Al-Nashashibi et Al-Sakakini, en 
Palestine. 

Mes Chers Auditeurs, 

Je suis un fervent partisan d'une 
reconciliation entre la langue arabe 
eloquente et le dialecte parle, A 
l'Academie de Langue Arabe, j'ai 
demande a inclure dans la langue 
pure, les mots et Ies expressions dont 
fait usage le dialecte populaire pour 
designer les noms des objets et des 
choses que la civilisation a introdui- 
tes dans la Vie publique, ce qui limi- 
tera l'etendue de la ditference existanr 
entre Jes deux facons de s'exprimet 
et finira par les arnalgamer en une 
seule langue grace a la presse, a Ja 
radio et A lecole et ce en emprintant, 
a l'arabe pur, la correction, 1'elegunce, 
l'eloquence et la noblesse, et, au 
dialecte, la finesse, le naturel, la 
vitalite, la nouveaute et la precision. 

Quant a admettre que notre 
langue devienne comme celle des 
peuplades sauvages, e'est a dire sans 
regies, ni bcaule, ni perfection, sans 
aucun lien qui rattache le passe au 
present et a l'avenir ei a l'avenir et 
sans aucune unite qui nous reunit; 
cela constituerait une erreur grave 



que personne ne saurait admettre et 
une fausso opinion (pie mil FE^ge ne 
pourrait y souseiire. 

Par eontre, si nous laissons les 
choses en 1'etat ou el les ?e trouvent, 
nous aboutirons au debordement du 
dialecte populaire, car, l'oreille s'y 
etant habituec et les regies en etant 
naturelles, on n'aurait pas besoin pour 
l'apnrendre d'un livre, d'un professeur 
ou d'une ecole, mais bien d'un con- 
cierge, d'un domestique ou d'une rue. 

Comme je l'ai deja explique, le 
fait par langue populaire de Tempo- 
rter sur la langue eloquente signifie 
le detachement des lettres de la 
religion et du present du passe ainsi 
que l'affaiblissement des liens qui 
unissent les Arabes entre eux. 

D'autre part, je suis persuade 
que pour remedier a cet etat de choses 
et venir en aide a notre belle langue, 
il nous faudra penefter profondement 
ses secrets, comprendre & fond ses 
regies et apprendre completement ses 
lettres. Cela exige, de notre part, de 
l'effort et du travail. Nous devons 
bien preparer le maltre et le sujet. 
Nous devons recourir a 1'experience 
pour etablir les methodes et les pro- 
grammes, et au gout et a la logique, 
pour composer les livres. Or les liv- 
res que nous avons eu en mais pour 
nous instruire et dont nous nous 
ervons encore sont des treses des 
sciences auxquels rnanqiient cepend- 
ant la faciiile, la mise en ordre et la 
beaute de la presentation.

Mais, tout le mal eonsiste a 
degarnir les sciences arabes de tons 
les attributs de la force, de la fertil- 
i e et de l'art pour en faire un sque- 
lette qui jouit de la legerete, de la 
forme et de la simPlieite et auquel 
mnnquent les muscles, les uerfe et 
l'ame. 

Que resterait-il de ces sciences 
ainsi diminuees et aussi sujettes a 
l'oubli ? Peu de chose bien loin de 
suffire a la vie d'une Iangue et a 
l'existence d'un art litteraire. Ces 
restes peuvent suffire a passer un 
examen ou a obtenirun diplome. Mais 
ils ne peuvent certainement pas suf- 
fire a former ceux que 1'Azhar a pu 
former avec ses livres et ses savan- 
ts cheikhs, lets que :

2 ) Ceux instruits a Dar El-Ou- 
loum, tels que Abdel-Aziz Jaouiche, 
Al-Mahdi, A!-Khodary, Al-5acandri 
et Al-Garem. 

3 ) Ceux qui ont fait leurs etu- 
des a l'Ecole des Juges Chareis, a 
n'en citer qu'Ahmad Amine, Azzam, 
et EI-KholL 

4 ) Ceux qui ont etc etudiants 
a l'Ecole Nonnale Superieure "Dar 
Al-Mouaallimine", tels que Choukri, 
Al-Mazini et Abou-Hadid. 

5 ) Ceux enfin qui ont fait usage 
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advint aufsi que les Hots de la 
litferature euro pee ne deborderenl 
avec leurs nuuvelles eculcs plehies 
de. iutiiitc-s el de i'iel rt que ces 
ecoles influeneeernt ces jeunes qui 
n'ont recu qu'une molle el insufiis- 
ante culture arabe. Epris de l'ensei- 
gnement da ces ecoles, ces candidats 
se detournernt ee Jeur prore culture 
et oublierent leur histoire. Ainsi, les 
" Franchises " parmi eux connaissent, 
Victor Hugo; mais ne connaissenx 
pas "Al-Moutanabbi", eludient "Vol. 
taire" mais non "Al-Jahez", lisen 
"Lamartine" et ne lisent pas "Al- 
Badie A!-Hamazani" : D'ou cette 
sujetion imposee par notre jeunesse 
a nos lettres, au profit des lettres 
de I'Occident. Les formes de leur 
style sont celles des Europeens, leurs 
ecoles Jitteraires sont celles des 
auteurs occidenlaux, ainsi que les 
mesures de leur art critique. 

Us voudraient meme que la 
langue arabe, fille du desert 
decouvert, du soleil levant et de la 
nature franche et souriante, adoptat 
le symbolisme, fils de 1'horizon nua- 
geux, de la langue beguaieuse et de 
l'ame en complexe. Us voudraient 
aussi que I'existentialisme, fils des 
moeurs en decomposition, du gout 
inverse et des sens libres, soit admis 
par la langue arabe, de la divine 
missive qui a ennobli l'homme et qui 
l'a distingue de 1'animal, en Jul ret- 
racant des lirnites etablies par la 
religion et les moeurs, lirnites qu'il 
est raisonnable, ni outrepasser tant 
qu'il demeure croyant.

Quant aux aulres ecoles, tout 
porte au pessimisme en ce qui les 
ooncerne. Elles appliquent une meth- 
Ode pratique presque vide de regies 
et un enseignement superficiel et 
insuffisant qui ne visent que le suc- 
ces, aux examens, de 1'etudiant ou 
de 1'eleve, par n'importe quel moyen. 
On y voit les cours se resurner en 
precis, et les Precis en resumes 
stenographies.

Des reminiscences 
d'idees ilottantes et nuageuses, floues 
tt imprecises, le tout ajoute au de- 
gout de 1'etudiant de produire un 
effort utile pour cultiver la langue et 
la plume et pour appofondire le fond 
et soigr.er la forme. II se contente 
en somme du peu qui lui permette

de 1'art de POccident. Ii s'applique 
a en approiondi Petude et a en sai- 
sir les beautes.

II a la volonte 
et le desir d'ecrire quelque chose 
d'utile et il a le sentiment d'avoir la 
faculte qui cree et 1'image qui plait 
et qui rejouil; mais il ne possede pas 
la langue qui exprime ni la plume 
qui touche.

C'est ici 
qu'apparait le crime des 6coIes civiles 
recentes qui ont echoue, apres bien 
d'experiences et un temps plus ou 
nioins long, a fromer le lecteur qui 
comprend ce qu'il lit, Tecrivain qui 
sait ce qu'il ecrit, et le penseur qui 
reflech.it. La preuve la plus palpable 
de cet echec est le cas de 1'eleve 
qui frequente ces ecoles.

certain nornbre dans les pays arabes. 
Nobles figures et fins litterateurs qui 
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De plus, clairvoyance se revela 
par Fenvoi en Europe de ces etudi- 
ants choisis pour y parfaire leur 
Education, tcls que : Ibrahim Al- 
Nabarawi, Ahmad Hassan AI-Rachidi, 
Mohamad Aly Al-BakM, Rifaa Al- 
Tahtawi et Aly Moubarak, 

Ce nouveau bienfait, a enregis- 
trer, contribua au relevement de la 
langue arabe. 

La langue arabe traversa done 
ces deux epreuves consecutives et 
s'en tira indemne, grace a l'Azhar, 
Ce fut pour le plus grand bien du 
Livre de Dieu et de sa religion. 

Mais la langue arbe passe 
actuellement une troisieme epreuve 
qui menace de la bouleverser, de 
: parter atteinte au Coran, de couper 
la religion de sa base, detacher 
l'Arabe des siens, descendre l'art 
litteraire du Parnasse de son inspira- 
tion et du temple de ses dons oil 
resident le sublisme, la grandeur, la 
noblesse, pour la jeter dans la fange 
du materialisme oil resident la 
bassesse, le devergondage et la 
depravation. 

Cette epreuve est celle venant 
de 1'ecole elite "iibre" on plus exact' 
ement de 1'ecole des lioertaires qui 
met i.-i langue vulguire an dessus de 
la langue. eloquenfe, qui prefere les 
lettres populates a celies des grands 
lettres, les sujets qui excitent a ceux 
qui eclairenr. Elle enseigne que 
1'ecrivain et le poetc sont iibres 



d'ecrire comme bou 1« ir semble et 
qu"i!s n'ont pas a si; conformer aux 
regies et aux preceples (le la gram- 
maire, de la syntaxe, de la iiUeraUnre 
de la pne-sie, ni non plus aux regies 
de la morale. 

Cette epreuve a pour origines 
la colonisation et Ignorance. 

La colonisation s'est rendue 
compte que la religion et la langue 
torment les deux liens qui unissent 
les Musulmans de tous les pays et 
que, tant que la nation de Mohamed 
demeure unie par ces liens, 1'indepe- 
ndace des pays arabes doit, tot ou 
tard, s'accomplir. Aussi, e'est pour 
arreter cette marche vers l'indepen- 
dance que la France a toujours essaye 
de detourner les Berberes de leur 
religion. 

A ces fins, elle decreta Loi 
connue sous le nom d' "El-Zahir" et 
s'employa a faire la guerre a !a 
langue arabe, en Teliminant des eco- 
les et des administrations de I'Etat. 
Toutefois, )a religion de Dieu fut 
plus forte que " le Zahir " de la 
France, et la langue du Coran fut 
plus tranchante que celie de 1'epee. 

Quant a I'Angleterre, elle fut 
plus astucieuse <>i plus diplomate. 
Elle se contenta de propager le dia- 
J lecte populaire par i'organe des 
orientalist es, des fonetionnaires et 
des missionnaires, car elle se rendait 
compte que ces dialectes differaient 
totalement les uns des autres jusqu' 
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Nous ne citerons que le Firoz- 
abadi, Abil-Seoud, Al-Fanari, Moulla 
Khesrou, Al-Gami, Al-Khiali, Khoja 
Zade, Moulla Mesquine, Moulla Loutfi, 
Hajji Khalifa, Tachokeri Zade, et Ibn 
Kamal Facha. 

Les sultans ottomans eux-me- 
mes etudaient l'arab et ses lettres 
au meme titre que le Turc. Parmi 
eux, on compte des poeles qui com- 
posaient en langue arabe ou qui re- 
tenaient par coeur plus d'un poeme. 

A titre d'exemple, nous citons 
un beau poeme lyrique compose par 
le Sultan Ahman ler : 

"J'ai aime, sans pouvoir y arri- 
ver ni captiver, 

une gazelle qui fait la guerre . 

"Avec ses yeux armes d'epees et 
de son regard qui m'a blesse au fond 
du coeur.,, 

Les savants turcs ne com- 
mencerent a negliger et a delaisser 
la langue arabe que sous le regne 
des sultans Mahmoud II et son fils 
Abdel-Hamid ler, et a l'epoque ou 
ces deux monarques restaurerent 
la langue turque en simplifiant 
ses regies et en rendant Faeces 
facile. Depuis lors, cette langue fut 
denommee "langue ottomaney. Vous 
voyez ainsi que la langue arabe a 
passe six siecles entre l'agonie et la 
mort, dont trois sous la domination 
mongole et trois autres sous la dom- 
ination ottomane. Durant ces six 



siecles, elle cessa de vivre aux fad- 
es, au Khorassane, en Iraq, en And- 
alousie et dans les pays ex-Rom lins, 
pour continuer a survivre dans les 
pays arabe en y menant la vie d'un 
malade qui se debat devant la mort 
et dont il ne reste plus que le souf- 
fle. C'est justement ce souffle que 
l'Azhar a retenu a nourri, a fortifie 
et lui a prodigue tous les soins sal- 
utaires. 

Puis, le jour ou les tenebres de 
la domination ottomane se dissipe- 
rent et que Dieu voulut que le soleil 
de la civilisation rcapparaisse dans 
la Vallee du Nil, la langue arabe de 
son inertie et de sa faiblesse. Elle 
se remit a vivre. C'est dans l'Azhar 
qu'elle avail trouve secours et asile, 
et c'est a l'Azhar qu'elle doit sa vie 
et sa resurrection, 

L'epreuve de l'occupation napo- 
leonienne ayant passe, une nouvelle 
ere de prosperite s'ouvrit et un nou- 
veau mouvent de restauration se 
dessina du fait de l'independance de 
1'Egypte. 

Cette nouvelle ere de progres, 
qui date de l'avenement de Mohamad 
Aly, est redevable de tout a l'Azhar, 
menur du peuple dans sa revoiuion 
et guide du gouvernement dans ses 
reformes. II etait represents a cette 
epoque par ses brillants savants: 
Khali El-Bakri, Abdallah El-Charkaoui, 
Mohamad El-Mahdi, Soliman EFFay- 
youmi et Hassan El-Attar. 
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C'est par ses avantages et 
prerogatives que PAzhar devint, sans 
conteste, le grand maitre de la cult- 
ure dans tons les pays arabes et 
musulmans pendant les 7eme, Seme 
et 9eme siecle de 1'Hegire et c'est 
ainsi qu'il a pu sauver et conserver 

\, 1'existence meme de la langue arabe 
et empecher la decadence des lettres 
et des sciences. Sans l'Azhar, tout 
lien, entre l'ancien et le nouveau 

t raonde litteraire, aurait ete incontes- 
tablement rompu. 

Mais, ce n'est pas tout : une 
autre epreuve menaca la langue arabe 
du fait de l'invasion turque; et cette 
fois aussi c'est a l'Azhar que revient 
Ik le merite de 1'avoir detournee. Au 
debut du lOeme siecle, et plus 
exactement en l'an 923 de 1'Hegire, 
le Sultan Salim conquit l'Egypte et 
la Syrie. et, de ce fait, le Califat 
devint Ottoman et non plus Abbas- 
side. La capitale de l'lslam devint 
Constantinople et non plus le Caire, 
et la langue officielle devint ainisi le 
Turc. Le conquerant sejournerent huit 
mois en Egypte pour la depouiller 
de ses plus precieux joyaux: a savoir 
ses Hvres et ses objets d'art, heritage 
laisse par les artistes de genie, tous 
anciens eleves de TA^har dont les 
oeuvres remontaint aux trois siecles 
precedant l'invasion turque. De plus, 
ces conquerants ont vite fait de 
substituer leur langue a la langue 
arabe dans les diverses administra- 



tions de l'Etat et de perst'cuter 1'arabe 
dans les ecoles, n to! point qu'ils 
faisaient enseigner, en turc les regies 
de la grammaire arabe, en Syrie et 
en Iraq, II en est resulte qu'un flot 
de mots et de termes antiques et de 
pure arabe disparuent de la compo- 
sition en vers et en prose. D'ou en 
epais nuage de tenebres et de despo- 
tisme qui couvrit les ames et un 
dedain de la part des gouvernants 
pour tout ce qui est science ou savoir, 
arretant ainsi tout progres et tout 
mouvement litteraire ou scientifique, 

Cependant, ayant sont rendu Tur- 
que en Egypte ( politique, administrati- 
on, armee, enseignement, ,„) , les enva- 
hisseurs n'oserent toucher ni meconn- 
aitre l'Azhar, car ils furent saisis de 
sa majeste et de son passe glorieux. 
Ils vinrent, recueillis, frapper a sa 
porte pour solliciter aide et conseils, 
toutes les fois qu'ils se trouvaient 
en difficulty ou qu'un evenement 
grave surgissait. Le Sultan Salim lui- 
meme l'a visite plus d'une fois, sois 
pour y prier, soit pour y implorer la 
benediction divine. 

Bien avant l'invasion ottomane, 
l'Azhar avait deja conquis la Turquie, 
non par la force des armes, mais 
par ses livres, ses sciences et ses 
lettres. Plus d'un Turc y a ctudie et 
perfeclionne ses connaissances en 
arabe jusqu'a pouvoir y composer des 
vers ou ecrire des livres. 
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6 ) I! a assure et assure a ses 
professeurs et a ses eieeves les moy- 
ens de vivre et de s'instiiure en leur 
fournissant le iogement le couvert , 
rhabillement et les livres ; 

7 ) I! a ouvert ses Portes aux 
refuguis qui ont iui les Mongols pour 
sauver leur foi, leurs sciences et leurs 
lettres. Cet exode des savants vers 
l'Egypte, de tous les pays d'orient et 
d'occident, conlribua dans une large 
mesure a 1'epanouis sement des sci- 
ences et des lettres. II nous rappelle 
I'exode des savants du christanisme 
de constantoninople a Rome, ce qui 
contribua a la renaisseuce des scien- 
ces et des lettres en Italie ; 

8 ) Les rois Ayoubites l'ont 
soutenu et encourage materiellement 
et moralement, car, bien qu'ils fussent 
Kurdes, ces rois parlaient la langue 
arabe et avaient adopts les lettres 
et les coutumes arabes. Bon nombre 
d'entre eux s'est rendu celebre en 
poesie, en sciences ou en histoire, 
tels les rois Al Moawad Emadeddine 
et A! AFdal Aly Ibn Salaheddine. 
Ce dernier roi. qui o;ait laible et 
simple, fut detrone par Add Abou 
Bahr et son frerc El Aziz. 11 a eu 
alors recours a £es talents de poetes 
Pour solliciter 1'aide du Calife Abba- 
sside. II lui adressa en pure langue 
arabe un bon poeme digne d'etre cite.

IJe leur cote, ies rois Marne- 
louks donnercnt a 1'Azhar tout leur 
appui car ils avaient adopte l'Egypte 
comme patrie, l'lslam comme religion 
et 1'arabe comme langue. On compte 
parmi ces rois plus d'un excellent 
poete, a n'en citer que le Calife 
Kanse El Chouri. 

Ces Mamelouke favoriserent les 
savants, encouragerent les hommes 
de lettres, les professeurs et les au- 
teurs, aidant ainsi Al Azhar a former, 
sous leur egide ces grands maitres 
et ces auteurs de genie doues par la 
nature et inspires par Dieu qui con- 
fierent a leurs oeuvres les tresors 
de leur sagesse et la richesse de 
leur savoir. 

Nous n'en citons que les plus 
celebres; Gamal E! Dine Ibn Mansour, 
Gamal El Dine Ibn Hicham, Chamse-

J 1'honnour insigne d'avoir assurer ju- 
sque'u nos jours lexistence de la 
langue comme ititerpre-te de la scie- 
nce et comme lien unissant les 
Musulmans. 

Mes chers auditeurs. 

La langue du Coran a traverse 
deux epreuves noire qui auraient pu 
consornmer sa perte, sans le secours 
divin : 

La premiere de ces epreuves 
fut l'invasion des Mongols survenue 
au milieu du septicme siecle, epoque 
a laquelle le Royaume des Abbassides 
etait dechire par 1'antagonisme des 
Persans 'et des Turcs et par les que- 
relas entre Chiites et Sunnites. Ces 
circonstances porterent atteinte au 
prestige et a la majeste du Califat 
et Permirent a Holaco de lui, porter 
le coup fatal en l'an 656. 

De plus, le Royaume des Om- 
mayades en Andalousie fut dechire 
par les barbares et les esclaves 
affranchis qui le partagerent entre 
eux en petits Ktats, ce qui a permis 
aux Europeens de I'avaler bouchee 
par bouchee et de l'eugloutier ensu- 
ite en prois facile en Tan 898. 

Ce fut ensuite le tour du 
Royaume des Fatimites en Egypte 
et en Syrie, qui tomba entre les 
mains des Ayoubites puis dese 
Mamlouks pour ensuite devenir une 
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! i '.'?! c.m dr inline pour ia 
Bible t\ I'Kvangile qui ne so lisent 
dans !<■ mnu:!t> de Cbrrtientr que 
traduii.s daius la langue du pays on 
on les lit. Or, res Livres n'ont laissc 
qu'une faible influence sur ies oeuv- 
res lilteraires des pays de Chretien- 
t6, jusqu'au jour oil ils ont etc trad- 
uits en la langue latine et au vieux 
teuton. 

11 n'en est pas de meme pour 
le Coran : car les Muslmans ont 
toujours eru, et avec raison, que la 
langue arabe dans laquelle i! a etc 
revele iait partie integrale de l'ess- 
ence meme do I 'islam, paree qu'elle 
a servi d'inUrprt'-te d l'inspiration 
divine, de lanoue a son saint livre 
de moyen a sa predacal'iou, et de 
mirca! a son Prophct.e. Cette langue 
a ete par la suite poILssce par le 
Prophete grace a ses discoures et a 
ses enseignernents "Hadith", comme 
elle a etc propagee par l'lslam et 
rendue oternelle par l'eternel Coran. 

Le Coran nest vraiement le 
Quran qu'en cette langue et la prie- 
re n'est point la priere s'elle n'etait 
pas recitee en elle Aussi, s'empress- 
ent ils de I'apprendre, de Ja parier, 
de s'en servir pour ecrire, den dev- 
enir fanatques de prendre sa defense. 
C'est ainsi qu'elle prit lieu et place 
de persan en Iraq, du Grec en Syrie 
de Copte en Egypte et du Berbere 
au Maqreb. Amsi est elle devenue a 



t-poque Abbaside f^n epoque la plus 
prosper) ia lni.gui; de la religion co- 
ll;' de la science, tic la politique et de 
1'adininishraUon dans ia plus grande 
partie de I'uncien monde, les Mus- 
ulmans, quelle que tut leur race, po- 
uvaient so transporter dans n'importe 
quelle contree de leur monde islam- 
ique comme s'ils se deplacaient dans 
leur p:opre patrie, ne trouvant auc- 
uue difficulty a parier a trailer une 
affaire. 

Puis, les Musulmans sadonner- 
ent entitlement au Coran. II devient 
leur priere dans la Mosqure, le reg- 
ulateur de leur vie duns la maison, 
comme dans !c travail, et i'organisa- 
teur de leur gouverneuieni. Ses pre- 
ceptes s'enracinerent dans leurs ames 
et ses inspirations se confondirent 
avec leur nature. 11 imprima ses 
traces sur leurs langues, leurs coeurs 
et leurs reglements, Aucun autre 
livre divin n'a produit autant d'influ- 
ence sur ses adeptes. 

11 en est resulte que ia culture 
musulmane se trouve assise sur deux 
bases ; a savoir : la religion et ses 
diverses sciences et la langue et ses 
arts connus. Ces deux bases se ser- 
rent et s'entrelacent, car, sans la 
langue arabe, l'lslam s'obscurcit et 
s'affaiblit, et, sans l'lslam, 1'arabe 
perd son clan et sa vie. 

Les langues semitiques doivent 
leur subsisitance aux religions : Sans 
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Saint que les mots arabes sont 
devenus plus doux, la composition 
plus rafh'nee et 1'expression plus 
precise. C'est dans le divin Goran 
que la langue a puise la force de la 
logique, la variete des idees et la 
profondeur de la pensee. C'est le 
Coran qui a ete a la base des scien- 
ces nouvelles jusqu'alors inconnues ; 
telles que les lois charitable et les 
preceptes litteraires dont les matieres 
ont ete conservees par les regies et 
les dictiormaires et dont le cercle a 
ete elargi par les mots choisis et les 
termes appropries. (Vest ainsi que 
prirent naissance la grammaire (Al- 
Sarf), la syntaxe (Al-Nahou) et le 
"derive (Al-lchtiqaq) pour empecher 
que les fautes soient commises lors 
de la lecture du Saint Livre. 

D'autres scienes virent le jour 
telles que les figures de style ct de 
rethorique et des idees ( 'ALMaani.' 
' Al-Bayane'. Al-Baddie, ) et ce en 
vue d'arriver a romprendre et a 
faire ressortir les beautes divines et 
inirnitables du Coran. C'est dans ce 
meme but qu'on s'est mis a l'etude 
de la langue, des raoines et de l'ety- 
mologie des mots ( ' 11m Al-Lougba ) 
et de la litterature on art litteraire 
( ' Al-Adab" ). Quant anx sciences du 
" Handith " (maximes, sagesses et 
commandements enseignes par le 
Prohete ), du " Oussouls " ( bases 
organiques des sciences juridiques ), 
du " Fikh " { esneignements des lois 



religieuses ), et enfin du 'Tafsir" 
( interpretation du Coran ) , ces scie- 
nces n'ont etc creees qu'en vue d'y 
puiser les lois qui doivent regir le 
monde de l'lslam. 

C'est done le Coran qui a unifie 
la langue arabe, qui l'a propagee 
payout et qui l'a conservee pendant 
14 siecles environ sans usure ni 
faiblesse ni alteration aucune, ainsi 
que le proclame Dieu Lui-Meme 
lorsqu'U dit : "C'est Nous Qui avons 
revele le Coran et c'est Nous certai- 
nement qui Le " conservont. 

Or, pour apprendre le Coran, 
il faut necessairement apprendre sa 
jangue. 

De 1'etude de l'histoire des 
religions Ton constate que nulle reli- 
gion divine ou terrestre, a part l'lslam, 
n'a conserve la langue originaire de 
son Livre. Seul le Coran a porte sa 
langue arabe a toutes les nations de 
1'Orient et de I'Occident durant 1380 
annees; et, cette langue a conserve, 
a travers les siecles et les pays, son 
entite, sa fortce et son genie. 

Les Livres des autres religions 
ne se liscrit que traduits, sauf dans 
le pays ou le Livre a ete ecrit. Seuls 
les servants dc ecs religion, ou peu 
d'eivre eux, detiennent ou connaissent 
ja langue d'origine. Ainsi, les livres 
de Bouddha ne se lisent, en Chine ou 
au Japon, que traduits en Chinois ou 
en Japonais, 
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inMe ui i i'ignoram e se propagea, it 1 
Cehfat s'aftaiblit, le secours disparut 
el le peupk 1 courbn ies echines. 

L'Azhar signifie aussi la deux- 
ieme "Kibla", (le point de mire) vers 
laquelle Jes Musulmans dirigent leurs 
prieres et leurs coeurs, dans tous 
les pays du monde, pour chercher, 
la faveur de ses lumieres, le Chemin 
de la verite et la voie vers Dieu. 

L'Azhar signifie le refuge du 
peuple opprime toules les fois que 
le despotisme !e secoue et que le 
gouverneur l'oppresse, C'est en lui 
que ce peuple a toujour trouve un 
asile stir et un prolecfeur puissant.

This paragraph should have 
bean read as follows : "It is not 
reasonable or customary that the 
consent of an individual is to be 
considered in the validity of some 
actions meanwhile his personal 
practice in connection with the 
same actions is disregarded", 
the Editor 
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of religion due to the fact that lan- 
guage is a collection of words whe- 
reby people express their thoughts 
and opinions. Such thoughts unci opi- 
nions do not end and the People 
cannot stay dumb forever while see- 
ing the objectives and meanings 
reproduce and develop as a result 
of the new discoveries of science 
and civilizalioii. 

However those who had exist- 
ed after the rise of Islam and were 
not purely Arabs, were not entitled 
to invent new words in the langua- 
ge. This previlege was confined to 
the trustworthy pure Arabs of the 
urban society tell the end of the 
second century after Hijra; and to 
the Beduins of the desert till the end 
of the fourth century after Hijra. This 
gave birth to the overwhelming 
prevalence of the colloquial language 
over the classical one and tightened 
the sphere of the classical in the 
classes of savants, literary figures, 
poets and writers 1o use it in their 
writings to the Kings and the elite. 

This was because the people 
preferred in understanding the easy 
style and use the common and attai- 
nable. And when the language laggs 
behind and is no longer adaptable 
to the needs of time and the current 
daily life; it would obviously mean that 
it is stagnant and will face its ine- 
vitable end which is complete 



annihilation and will be suppersedeJ 

by the cullupiial dialects. 

The synod oi Arabic language 
has become aware of this danger 
and therefore adopted a suggestion 
which 1 offered as to open the door 
for the contemporary grammarians 
to invent words in the language 
according to the rules of derivation; 
to release the linguistic analogy 
from any traditional obstacle ; to 
liberate the hearing from the fetters 
of time and space to comprise 
everything that is used by the diffe- 
rent classes of society such as mas- 
ons, carpenters and other artisans; 
and to legalise the invented words 
and make it similar to the old ones. 
On this basis, the Synod of Arabic 
Language has made its medium lex- 
icon which will appear shortly afte- 
rwords. 

The case of religion is quite 
different. Its doors were widly open 
for the well equipped and prepared 
savants who expressed their free 
opinions and views. These various 
opinions were abundantly expressed 
and made the Islamic Jurisprudence 
full of sound judgments and good 
rules which sufficed die needs of the 
Muslims and solved their social and 
legal problems. Therefore the Islamic 
Jurisprudence had been quite satisf- 
actory for the needs of the Muslims 
and they devoted their endeavours 
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Style and its words have no rules 
for guidance whatsoever. Consequently 
its attainment does not require any 
book or school but can be achieved 
by any doorkeeper or servant or 
layman. In other words, it means the 
separation of literature from religion, 
severing the ties between the past 
and the present and weakening the 
bonds amongst the Arabs. 

I am of the opinion that it 
cannot be effectively amended except 
by the old method, namely, the full 
comprehension of its secrets, the 
adequate apprehension of its gram- 
matical rules and the wholehearted 
memorization of its literatures. The 
implementation of this requires the 
unflagging efforts and continual seri- 
ousness, as regards the preparation 
of efficient teachers, sufficient kno- 
wledge and fruitful experience as 
regards the curriculum, good taste 
and sound logic as regards the ma- 
king of books. 

The Azharite book which we 
have studied and to which we still 
make our references, is a treasure 
of knowledge but lacks the easiness, 
good classification and representation. 
The difference between such books 
and the modern ones is like the differ- 
ence between a spice shop in Al Gho- 
rreyah (a Popular quarter in Cairo) and 
a commercial house in Kasr EI Nil 
( the centre of the city of Cairo ). 



The old shop may have precious 
ornaments or trades but bad exhibi- 
tion of which weakens the vogue 
therein and decreases iis value. 

Practically speaking, if we pre- 
sent the Azharite books in an intere- 
sting and palatable manner, they be 
lessons or lectures or notes or books, 
then this would render its fruits 
attainable and would facilitate the 
task of the students to comprehend 
without difficulty or hardship. 

The mission of Al Azhar, as 
1 have already mentioned, is built on 
two pillars, namely, religion and 
language. But it actually carries this 
mission out in a different manner. 
This is due to the fact that religion 
is perfect being the work of God 
while language is imperfect because 
it is the product of man. So long as 
religion is perfect and divine, it 
cannot be affected by the environ- 
ment or hy the passage of time or 
by civilization and science. It is 
ever new, ever valid, and ever solid. 
In contrast with this, the language 
being imperfect, is subject to corru- 
ption, stagnaton and backwardness. 
Likewise it is subject to increase, 
reconstruction and development. 

, Therefore the development of

I natural matter. Because the language 

j cannot be like the established facts 
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Ne\ < vtheless the concise rnniii- 
nder ol ■':■ v sciences i';imiot afford 
the exist'!- v of both language and 
literature, it is true that modern 
educational institutions Provide lor 
the graduation of a considerable 
number of students in the sphere ol 
Arabic language but they are by mi 
means similar to those graduates of 
prominence from ALAzharand savant-; 
like Mohammed Abdou, Suad Zaghi- 
oul, Al Manfalouti, A! tfishri, and 
Taba Hussein. Nor are they like trie 
graduates from Darul Aloum such as 
Shaweesh, Al Mahdi, Al Khodari, Al- 
Sakandari and Al Garem , nor do 
they bear any semblance to the gra- 
duates of the Higher School of Isla- 
mic Jurisdiction like Ahmed Ainin, 
Azzam and Al Khouli. Furthermore, 
they diffe" from the graduates of 
the Supine School of Teachers (Al- 
Mullimeen ) like Al Mazni, Shukri, 
and A beat Hadeed. They are also dis- 
tinct from those who have received 
their education and knowledge from 
the book- of Al-Azhar, such as Al 
Aqqad, A; Refei, Shawki and Hafiz 
in Egyjj:: tec Bustanis, the Yazzigis, 
Al Sheo;-al.-. Mat ran and Al Kh airi 
in Lebanon; Al Maghrabi, Al Shehabi, 
Gabri and Al Tantawi in Syria; Al 
Rassafi, Al Zahawj, Kashif El Ghe'aa, 
Al Shabihi and Al Athari in Iraq ;

The study of Arabic in fach 
after graduating from Colleges, in 
an authentic ;im\ productive manner 
does not demand much effoti and 
time as 'he study of French and 
Engiish iii.- they seek in the age of 
speed in '..csv and feasible objec- 
tives in [-(; , i; as science and produc- 
tion are mjuvmed. Whenever criti- 
cism is !e veiled against them in 
respect of their method of approach 
to studies, ii is very often met with 
grudge and spiteful sentiments. Wise 
critics claim that authors who are 
unaware o> the rules of their respe- 
ctive laniae-ige are not considered 
neither in modern nor olden literat- 
ure as nils' iiuthors or poets or nov- 
ellists. 

When peopie read newspapers 
and book- and do not grasp any 



grammatical errors which might rev- 
eal the bjnoranee of the author and 
thereby expose him to t u e general 
reading pubic, then one must reme- 
mber the unknown soldiers of the 
Azhatites who are called correctors 
and who devote night and day in 
the Press publish ng houses correct- 
ing grammatical mistakes and stren- 
gthening the style of the Arabic lang- 



It is no harm to facilitate the 
task of the students of the Arabic 
language in respect of the rules of 
Grammar, Morphology and Rhetoric 
but it is harmful and detrimental to 
exaggerate the importance of such 
practice. It is therefore better to 
mitigate the difficulties of the various 
interpretations an justifications thro- 
ugh which grammarians had philos- 
ophized grammar, and to eradicate 
the contradictory forms of declension 
which are nothing but mere remai- 
nders of the different dialects of the 
pre-Islamic era and which convert 
the right to mistake and vice versa 
and thereby tend to confuse the 
minds of the general readers. 

But it is detrimental by all 
means to deprive the sciences of 
Arabic of their characteristics of 
strength, fertility and expansion in 
the same manner as the skeleton 
which possesses a form but lacks 
the soul and fiesh. 
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impassable obstacle, He resorts to 
the extreme when hr- mils for abso- 
lute liberty to the writer to express 
the way he likes. 

This is the state of the graduate 
who has literary inclinations by 
nature. As for the common graduate, 
unfortunately, he continues his shal- 
low knowledge by reading the simple 
works as represented in the colloquial 
stories which deceive common sense; 
or in the humourous magazines which 
stimulate sexual cravings. The rea- 
ders are so excessively interested 
in this type of literature that worth- 
less writers have indulged immensely 
in the production of such pornogra- 
phic and base literature and which 
is most harmful to society. In addition 
to this there is also the prevalence 
of the Western literature with all its 
doctrines, trends and defects which 
have a great influence upon the 
minds of youth who have had access 
to this fragile and worthless literary 
culture. 

Such half baked knowledge has 
made them ignorant of their own 
literature and their language and 
past history. Those adherents of 
French culture and literature, for 
instance, arc fully aware of Hugo 
and do not know who is Al-Muta- 
nabbi; they study Voltaire and not 



Al-Gahiz ; and read La Martine not 
Al-Badee. Hence as a result of this 
trend and attitude, there arises the 
dependence of our literature on the 
literature of the Western writers 
This dependence has affected the 
literature of our young writers. The- 
refore one could notice that their 
style, critical views and opinions are 
very often identical or else similar 
to these of their Western contem- 
poraries. Even Symbolism, which is 
the outcome of the complexed self 
and the clouded horizon, has found 
admirers here who are endeavouring 
to propagate it in the Arab World 
which is known as the land of the 
barren desert, of the shining sun, 
and of simple nature. Similarly atte- 
mpts are being made to apply 
the principles of Existentialism, which 
is the product of dissolute morality, 
abnormal taste and libertine instinct, 
to Arabic which is the language of 
the Divine Revelation that honoured 
man and made him superior to ani- 
mal by virtue of certain previleges 
of religion and morality. 

The case of literature is not the 
same as that of science. This is 
because literalure relates 10 noble 
instincts and sentiments and balanced 
minds while science is meant for all 
people without any distinction. Lite- 
rature is the outcome of certain 
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of poetry, prose and criticism, From 
these two categories the literary 
movement derived its inspiration as 
well as its vital factors to become 
flourishing advanced, brilliant and 
eternal. 

This old method had produced 
many distinguished literary figures 
who were responsible for the prese- 
rvation of the language, gave it a 
new life and laid the foundations of 
a modern literary renaissance. There 
are in the Arab world still a small 
groud of these literary men of noble 
repute who are discovering the secre- 
ts of their language and deeply eng- 
rossed in their literature. But it must 
be remembered that their places in 
the literary world would fall vacant 
at some future date and there would 
arise a problem, namely, would there 
be successors to undertake this mis- 
sion of literature and would they be 
entrusted with the legacy of the 
language ? It is Al-Azhar alone that 
could supply the answer to this 
query. It is by virtue of its charact- 
eristics the only refuge and asylum 
of the language in the past and in 
the future. 

As for the other institutes, it 
must be frankly stated that these 
institutes render the impression of 
pessimism. This must be attributed 
to their poor curriculum which has 
but the slightest rules of grammar 
and to the superficial and scanty 



education which has no object exc- 
ept to make the student pass an 
examination. The original volumes, 
for instance, are summarized and the 
concise books are further abridged 
leaving nothing left in the memory 
of the student save vague language 
which makes no sense. In addition 
to this the distaste of the youth to 
look for the serious and useful 
studies of the language and literature 
which hampers them to penetrate in- 
to the original sources and attracts 
them only to search in the subsidiary 
branches which satisfies their needs 
just to enable them to pass an exami- 
nation and obtain a certificate. When 
the student graduates with this poor 
educational background and finds 
himself amidst the treasures of Ara- 
bic literature, he develops a tenden- 
cy to disregard such works because 
he lacks the qualifications which such 
treasures of literature demand. Inst- 
ead he resorts to the cheap literatu- 
re of the West to quench his thirst 
and takes it as an example to be 
followed. As soon as he finds hims- 
elf capable of producing some piece 
of literary work, he finds that altho- 
ugh he is possessed with the creative 
faculties, he connot find the correct 

language to express his thoughts nor 
can he develop a style which would 
impress his readers. Consequently he 
becomes disgusted and rebels and 
assumes that the rules of the langu- 
age are no longer valid and that 
the declension of the word is an 
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discreet launched a campaign

The proof of this failure is ma- 
nifest from the fact that the student 
devotes more than ten years during 
the course of which he had been 
incessantly studying Arabic and wh- 
en the time approaches for him to 
express his opinions, he finds hims- 
elf in a difficulty to express his tho- 
ughts whether it be orally or in 
writing. When his literary aptitude 
urges him to express his ideas in 
writing, he resorts to the colloquial 
language rather than die classical 
and calis lor die negligence of the 
grammatical rules to make disorder, 
errors and disability prevail. 

The science of Arabic language 
has been studied in AhAzhar, Darul 
Aiouni and other similar educational 
institutions in Lebanon, Syria, Iraq 
and Morocco. Such studies were ma- 
rked by profound characteristics wh- 
ich enabled the Premising and indu- 
strious students to understand, appr- 
ehend, justify and analyse well.

Since thn French occupation tiil 
the reign of Muhammed Ali, Al-Azhar 
had been the source of inspiration 
to the populace in their struggle and 
to governments in their reformatory 
movements. In its guiding role and 
in the forefront of its activities were 
many illustrious and eminent Rectors 
such as Khalil El Bakri, Abdullah EI 
Attar and many others of great 
repute. 

With its vast resources of ene- 
rgy it has gone ahead with laudable 
Plans and it must be noted with 
great pride and deep appreciation 
that it has led a pioneer movement 
in that it sent many promising stud- 
ents to Europe to further their intell- 
ectual advancement. The first miss- 
ion was composed of the best talen- 
ts such as Ibrahim E! Nabaravvi , 
Ahmed Hassan El Rasriidi, Muhamm- 
ed Ali El Bakli, Refaah El Tahtawi, 
and Ali Mubarak. This was another 
great characteristic of this glorious 
institution which had strived to pre- 
serve the Arabic language as an int- 
egral one.

In fact many 
Turkish individuals studied and spoke 
the Arabic language and even pub- 
lished books in Arabic. There arose 
eminent personalities and scholars 
such as Alfayrouzabadi, Abou A] 
Soud, Al-Fanari, Mala Khesrou, Al 
Garni, Khugah Zadah, Mala Meskeen, 
Maia Lotfi, Haji Khalifa, Tashkebri 
Zadah and Ibn Kamal Pascha. 

The Turkish Sultans themselves 
had studied Arabic and Literature to 
the same degree and standard as 
Turkish literature. The Arabic lan- 
guage had never been weak or 
neglected under the Turkish rule 
except in the reigns of Sultan Mahmtid 
the Second and his son Sultan Abdul 
Majid the First when they revived 
the Turkish language and accorded it 
a great place and oven called it the 
Ottoman Language.

The second tribulation which 
had eclipsed Arabic a^d from which 
it emerged sate and integral, thanks 
to the efforts of Al Azhar, had been 
ihe Turkish invasions in the beginn- 
ing of the 10th century when Sultan 
Sclim assumed control over Egypt 
and Syiia in 923 A. D. Then the 
Caliphate became Ottoman and not 
Abbassite and the capital of Islam 
shifted from Cairo to the city of 
Constantinople, and the Turkish lan- 
guage became the oifirlal language 
instead of Arabic. Sultan Selim the 
invader, ruled supreme in Egypt for 
8 month:-: r.nd during which period 
he had plundered the most precious 
monuments of books, ornaments and 
antiquities executed by the most 
skillful artists and brilliant authors 
who had graduated from Azhar and 
produced their works during the 
three centuries preceding the Turkish 
invasion. 

The invaders propagated their 
own language in the schools and in 
the administrative machinery of the 
government in such haphazard man- 
ner that they taught the Arabic 
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. -en Al-Azhar which

It has granted asy- 
lum to those who had run away from 
the Moghul invasion which had swe- 
pt away Khorasan and Iraq and spa- 
red their lives, religion, knowledge, 
literature and books. These learned 
immigrants both from East and West 
sought asylum in Cairo and achieved 
scientific discoveries and made great 
contribution to the advancement of 
cultural affairs. They were in many 
respects similar to the Christian sci- 
entists who had immigrated from 
Constantinople to Rome, and who 
had been the pioneers of the scinti- 
fic as well as the cultural age. 

Amongst the many reasons wh- 
ich contributed to the great success 
of Al-Azhar, it must be remembered 
that the AYYUBIS had to a hrge 
extent afforded both moral as well 
as financial support in a very effec- 
tive manner. Although they had been 
KURDS yet they had spoken Arabic 
and studied its literature and from 
amongst them there emerged the 
genius poet, scholar, historian, such 
as King Muayyed Emaduddin Abou 
El Fedda and King Afdal Ali Ibn 
Salahuddin. 

It is also worthy of note that 
Mameluks had taken great pains to 
preserve Al-Azhar. They had supported

Gentlemen : Arabic, the Iaugua 
ge of the Quran, has undergone two 
bittpr and lethal trials, hirst the 
tribulation of Moghul invasion in 
the second halt of the seventh cent- 
ury when the Abbassite Caliphate in 
Iraq weakened as a result of the 
competition be! ween Persians and 
Turks, oi the conflict between the 
Shiis and the Sunnis and of the lark 
of respeet and prestige of the Caliphs 
which all together had paved the 
way lor llniaeo to destroy the abba- 
ssite (hdij.hv.e in S:i5C Furthermore, 
the deierior aion oi the Ommayyad 
dyna?;y in -.mhlusia when the Ber- 
bers and subjects took over their 
kingdom and divided it into statelets, 
such disintegration had taeilitaied 
the path for the Frankish to swallow 
up these statelets one by one till 
they absorbed them completely in 
898. in addition to these catastrophes 
the Fatimate dynasty in Egypt and 
Syria <v,!'ap/\>d and fell into the han- 
ds (I the A;, yubis and then to the 
MameinK" w m assumed control until 
their pi-.w- was wrested by the Ott- 
oman I'mi. in 923. 

You can realise, gentelmen, 



from these historical events that the 
Arabs had spent 5bO years with no 
power or kingdom. Their legacy and 
homes had been subject to common 
pillage and exploitation by the Mog- 
huls, Turks, Persians, Greeks and by 
Spanish shortly afterwards. 

These non-Arab invaders had 
been illiterate and marauding hords 
who had indulged in vandalism 
and passions; and ultimately brought 
about the downfall of the language 
and its literature as well as its scien- 
ces. They wantonly scorched libraries, 
annulled schools, exterminated scie- 
ntists and learned intellects. Further, 
there was the conquest of the Tart- 
ars and their ravages in Bokhara 
Baghdad, the Crusaders in Syria and 
th Frankish in Andalusia. Had the 
Arabic language been abolished and 
joined its two co-semitic languages, 
it would not have been considered 
out of the nature of things or an 
innovation in the logic of history. 

Nevertheless it has survived as 
the language of religion and science, 
of the government and peoples in 
Morocoo, Egypt, Syria, and the Arab 
Peninsula. Hat! it not been for the 
arrogance of the Turks and the fana- 
ticism of the Persians, it would have 
been spoken by Muslims all over 
the world.

During the Abbassite Caliphate, 
the golden age of the Arabic Lang- 
uage, it became the language of reli- 
gion, literature, science, politics, admi- 
nistration and civilization. The Musli- 
ms whosoever had been travelling 
"om one country to anothr in the 
Islamic world felt as if he were going 
from one place to another in his nativ e 
land and he never faced the difficu- 
lty of being understood nor did he 
experience any hardship in dealing 
or adversity of living. 

Muslims, Arabs and Persians 
alike, had been absolutely follwoing 
the teachings of the Holy Qur'an. It 
r is been their petition and supplicati- 
on in the mosoues, their discipline 
in their homes, their way of life and 
their constitution. It has penetrated 
deeply into their souls and nature, 
and has affected their tongues, tradi- ■ 
tions and minds in such a manner that ! 
never had a parallel in the history 
of divine scriptures. j 

Henceforth, the Islamic culture ; 
has been based upod two basic pri- : 
nciples; the religion and its various , 
s fences ; and (he language with its ■ 
different brandies. The relation bet- j 
ween these Iwj pillars has been 
mutual and interacting at the highest j 



pressure in the sense that Islam 
without Arabic is obscure and back- 
ward and Arabic without Islam shrinks 
and dies away. Therefore they are 
closely knit together or inter-related. 

It must be stated that all Sem- 
itic Languages are chiefly indebted 
in their survival to religion. Judaism, 
Christianity and Islam have been the 
causes of the survival of Hebrew, 
Syriac, and Arabic respectively. Yet 
| the difference between the survival 
I of Arabic and the survival of both 
Hebrew and Syriac is like the diffe- 
rence between the body and the soul. 

Al-Azhar being the heir of Pro 
phethood, protector of the Faith, and 
the propagator of the Call, has esta- 
blished its mission on those two 
pillars, i.e. religion of Islam and the 
Arabic Language. Thanks to God's help 
and care, Al-Azhar has undertaken 
this glorious mission in such a man- 
ner that it has gained the place of 
leadership in the Islamic world. It 
might be said that its laurels in the 
sphere of religion and language mig- 
ht be shared more or less by some 
schools and mosques founded by the 
Sultans in Cairo, Damascus, Aleppo, 
Baghdad, Gordova, Qayrawan and 
Zaytounah, such as the schools of 
Nasseryeh, Qamheyyah, Salahyyah. 
Muayyad, Mansouryyah, Shaykhyyou- 
riah, Zaherryyah, Kamellyyah and Nez- 
amyyah. However such schools, which 
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iiLsi) invented to illustrate the unimi- 

tarahilsi' ■ -" the Quran while the 
PropU'ie' '; r "uiitions, origins ot juris.- 
prudence, interpretations of the Qur- 
an, were intioduced to explain relig- 
ious injunctions. 

Thanks to the Quran, the Arabic 
language is being spoken by al! the 
Arabs and has been disseminated 
everywhere. It has been preserved 
for almost 14 centuries without being 
altered or affected or stagnant. This is 
in accordance with God's saying ;"We 
have, without doubt, sent down the 
Quran; and We will assuredly guard 
it (from corruption) " (Surah, 15, V. 9). 
It is therefore quite clear that the 
preservation of the Holy Quran nec- 
essitates the preservation of its 
language. 

11 one takes a short glance at 
the history of the divine and secular 
religions, he will realize that there 
is no religion which has been carried 
from the extreme east to the extre- 
me west hy its own language exce- 
pt the religion of Islam and the 
Arabic language which has marvell- 
ously achieved this object for 1380 
years while at the same time rema* 
ining strong, dynamic, integral and 
maintaining i(s own characteristics. 

In contrast with this the originaj 
books oi the ulher religions had been 
only read in the very land in which 
these religions appeared, but when 



they spread to other lands, they were 
read through translations while the 
original books were read by a few 
religious figures. 

Buddhist books, for instance, 
are read by the followers of this sect 
in both China and Japan through 
their respective languages. Likewise, 
To rah and the Bible are read in the 
Christian world through the different 
languagas of every individual christian 
nation. Therefore they had but a sli- 
ght impact upon the different literat- 
ures until they were translated into 
the Latin language. Then they had a 
strong influence on the European 
literatures. 

However this is not so in the 
case of the Qur'an. This is due to 
the fact that the Muslims have act- 
ually believed that the language of 
the Qur'an is a part of of its essence 
and the fact that it was an expression 
of the Revelation of God ; the langu- 
age of His Book; a Miracle of His Mes- 
senger ; and the language of His Call. 
The Messenger in turn elevated it by 
his Traditions ; the religion diffused 
it and the Qur'an made it eternal. 

The Qur'an is not actually called 
Qur'an unless it is recited in Arabic 
and the prayer is not perfectly per- 
formed unless it is said in Arabic. 
Therefore the people hastened to study 
it and speak it and to publish books 
in it, to be enthusiastic about it, to

It has been watching 
over if, expounding it and extending 
it to the seekers of knowledge, from 
East and West alike, who resort to 
it in quest of knowledge. In other 
words AI-A/har has been the radiat- 
ing centre of Islamic 'bought and 
culture.

rent classes of society such as mas- 
ons p carpenters and other artisans; 
and to legalise the invented words 
and snake it similar to the old ones. 
On this basis, the Synod of Arabic 
Language has made its medium lex- 
icon which will appear shortly afte- 
rwards. 

The case of religion Is quite 
different Its doors were widly open 
for the well equipped and prepared 
savants who expressed their free 
opinions and views* These various 
opinions were abundantly expressed 
and made the Islamic Jurisprudence 
full of sound judgments and good 
rules which sufficed die needs of the 
Muslims and solved their social and 
legal problems. Therwiore the Islamic 
Jurisprudence had been quite satisf- 
actory for the needs ol the Muslims 
and they devoted their endeavours 
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Style and its wurds hove no rules 
for guidance wiuUsfUH'i- Consequently 
its allaimneni tEot:.s not require any 
book or school out can be achieved 
by any doorkeeper or servant or 
layman, hi other words, it means the 
teparation of literature from religion, 
severing the ties between the past 
and ihe present and weakening the 
bonds amongst the Arabs. 

I am of the opinion thai it 
Ctmnot be effectively amended except 
by the old method, namely, the full 
comprehension of its secrets, the 
adequate apprehension of its gram- 
matical rules and the wholehearted 
memorization of its literatures, The 
implementation of this requires the 
unflagging efforts and continual seri- 
ousness, as regards the preparation 
Of efficient teacher, sufficient kno^ 
wledge and Jfrutihii experience as 
regards the rwricuinm. good taste 
acd soured io^ic as regards the ma- 
king of hooVs. 

The Azharite book which we 
have studied and U which we still 
make our reference is a treasure 
of knowledge but lacks the easiness, 
good classification and representation. 
The difference between such books 
and the modern ones is like the differ- 
ence between a spice .shop In Al Gho- 
rreyah (a Popular ijuarter m Ciuto) and 
a commercial house in Kasr E\ Nil 
{the centre of the city of Cairo) 



The old .shop may have precious 
omauicnls or trades but bad exhibi- 
tion of which weakens the vusjuc 
therein and decreases ifs value. 

Practically speaking, if we pre- 
sent the Azharite books in an intere- 
sting acid palalahle manner, they be 
lessons or lectures or notes or books, 
then this would render its fruits 
attainable and would facilitate the 
task of the students to comprehend 
without difficulty or hardship. 

The mission of A! Azhar, as 
1 have already mentioned, is built on 
two piJlars, namely, religion and 
language. But it actually carries this 
mission out in a different marner. 
This is due to the fact that religion 
is perfect being the work of God 
while language is imperfect because 
it is the product of man. So long as 
religion is perfect and divine, it 
cannot be affected by the environ- 
ment or by the passage of time or 
, by civilization and science. )\ is
